CITRUS INSURANCE 


Approval of crop imsurance for ci- 
trus fruit in Orange and Polk counties 
on a one-year trial basis has been an- 
nounced by the United States depart- 
ment of The program 
which covers only certain areas of each 
county, will protect fruit against loss 
by windstorm, freeze, cold, and hail. 
It is the first attempt in the history of 
the Federal Crop Insurance Corp. to 
insure tree crops anywhere in the coun-

try. The insurance will cost $150 an 
acre, and the program will be carried 


out if at least 200 or one-

“The crop insurance program,” Mr, 
Dennis said, “is operated on a sound 
actuarial basis and protects the farmer 
only from those hazards over which he 
has no control. Under existing legis- 
lation the corporation cannot insure 
price nor capital assets. It can insure 
1 crop at a level not exceeding the av- 
erage cost of production.”
